Ordered,  That  nine  of  the  Committee  be  a  Querum  ;  the  Chairman,  or  tlie  other  Member 
in  the  County  of  SufTeik,  being  one  of  the  nine.

Ordered,  That  one  of  the  Members  for  the  County  of  Middlefex,  with  eight  others,  %9 
conliyered  as  a  Quorum  of  the  abovefaid  Committee,  fhould  the  Circumftances  of  theChairman, 
and  the^other  Member  in  the  Coioty  of  Suffolk,  forbid  their  Attendance  thereon.  •' 

A  Chorum  of  the  above  Committee, having  met,  appointed  a  Sub  Committee,  to  take  the 
above  Orders  into  Confideration,*  and  report;  whjj:h  Sub-Committee  having  alio  met,  and  conG- 
dered  the  Matter,  reported  as  follows. 

That  (hey  find  the  moft  e^fy  Method  of  obtaining  the  Number  of  Inhabitants  of  faid 
province  is,  by  procuring  the  two  Jaft  Valuations,  and  finding  ihe  AdJUtun  madcr  in-chc  fstcatTte 
Perfons  froin  the  Time  of  the  former,  to  the  latter  Valuation  ;  by  that,  to  eftimate  the  Increafe 
from  the  latter  Valuation  to  this' Time;  and  when  the  Number  of  rateable  Perfons  is  thus 
eftablifhed,  then  multiply  that  Number  by  four;  as  the  Number  of  rateable  Perfons,  to  thofe 
not  rateable,  are  three  to  one." 

**  And  alfo  report,  That  the  moft  effeftual  Way  to  be  taken,  in  Order  to  find  the  true  Im- 
ports and  Exports  of  the  Province,  from  January  1774.'  to  January  1 775,  is,  by  direfling  thofe 
Members  who  live  in  the  Maritime  Towns,  that  they  make  Enquiry  into  the  fame,  and  report' 
theRefult  of  their  Enquiries,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  as  foon  as  may  be." 

"And  further,  That  theMembers  fevefally  appointed  in  each  County,  be  direfted  to  write  to 
theScle£lmenof  theTewos  and  Diftrifts  in  their  Counties  refpeftively.  requefting  them  to 
furnifll  him  with  a  true  Account  of  what  Proportion  of  the  Cloathing  of  each  Town  is  made 
by  the  Inhabitants  thereof;  And  alfo  the  State  of  the  feveral  Manufaflories  of  their  Towns  i 
Which  Accounts,  when  fo  obtained,  ihall  be  tranfmitted  to  the  Chairman."

And  the  Qtjantities  of  Manufaftures,  to  be  eftimated,  by  a  true  Account  of  \^hat  Proportion 
of  the  Cloathing  of  your  Town,  is  made  by  the  Inhabitant*  thereof  ;  and  by  a  true  State  of  the 
ManufajJlories  thereof:  Which  hilimate  may  be  taken  as  near  the  Truth,  as  a  general  Way  will 
crfiiiit;  aWd^then  be  feat  to  mt,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  next  grand  American  Congrefs;  one  Defign 
of  which  is,,  to  find  what  Exchange  of  Commodities  may  be  made  between  the  feveral  united 
Colonies.
